ENGLISH BAN ON COTTON
NOT DEEMED MENACE

Philadelphia Dealers Foresee
No Injury to Trade in Con-
traband Listing

Doalera In cotton and collon profucta
of this elty are not esxpecting any
atartling chapges In the cotton situmtion
even though England sheuld declate the
product contraband. Whils not actually
branded contraband it has besn treated as
contraband by Great Britaln since nhe ps-
tabliehed her blockade lant March.

Shipments direot to Garmany or Ause
tria have besn held, and all cargoes of
cotton for noutral porte which were sus-
pected of belng ultimately Intended for
Englund's enemley have been detnined.
In many cases Great Britaln bought the
cotton rather than enter into any cen-
trovorsy over it destination. Thia ac-
tion brought out the suggestion that Hng-
Innd and her allles purchass the usual
supply ment from this country to Ger-
many and Austria, Evidently this sug-
geatlon has not met with the favor of
thosn urging the plucing of cotton on the
contraband liat.

Gngland'as actlon in holding up the cars
goes of cotton Has been the wburce of
constant complaint to the State Depart-
ment by cotton shippers and vessel own-
ers who have béen severely Inconven-
fenced by the holdups. If It Is at all
possibie, cotton meon say, the United
Biates Government should prevent cotton
being plnced on the contraband list and
should endemavor to prevent interference
with shipmenta to neutral ports, which
15 looked upon as a direct violation of
Internutional law, Engiand has permitted
geveril cargoes of cotton to go to Ger-
many since the war began and It ls urged
thiat pressure be brought to bear to let
others In.

At the officen of George Wood Bons
mnd Company, 638 Chestnut street, It was
sald that this frm does not expect any
injury to the cotton Industry, ashould
cotton be declared contraband. Mr. Wood
nald that it has virtually been contrmband
since the establishment of the blockade
by England. Southern planters may look
‘on the matter In different light, it was
mnld, but it was certain that It would
nat be necessary to start . "buy n bale”
movgguont to save the cotton grower this
vear. The movement last yenr has been
considered a farce. Mr, Wood's explana-
tlon of the present situation was the
samo ag that given at other large cotion
houses.

At the prosent time the cotton market
1s dull Manufacturers wppear to be
“wtocked up'” and the foreign demand
has fullen off for the raw material. Tho
new crop in coming along well, nnd Gov-
ernment experts belleve that It will total
between 13,000,000 and 14,000,000 bales
Many of the growers have planted
former c¢otton acreage with other crops,
fearing o repetition of the conditlons of
lnst year.

In addition to England's indirect em-
bargo, Sweden has placed u direct em-
barge on all exports of cotion, which
prevents any cotton getting Inte Ger-
many snd Austrin through 'hat country.
1t Is only posslble for Germuns and Aus-
trinns to got the product surraptitiously
through Holland, Denmark and Norway.
Fngland's blockade has, It |s sald, ef-
factively prevented any of this,

ONE MAN IS INJURED
WHEN TRAIN HITS CAR

Women Faint and Passengers
Plunge Through Trolley Win-
dows at Grade Crossing

A frelght traln, shifting on Washing-
ten avenus this morning, crashed Into a
Bth street trolley with such Impact that
the ear nearly overturmed. One man was
Injured, soveral women falnted and the
car was knocked from the track.

Conelderabla time elapsed befors it
tould bo repalred and placed on the track
and traMe resurned, Heveral men In the
car Jumped through the window as they
eaw the colllslon Impending.

Bystandors sald that the motorman of
the trolley car, one on the Fox Chasa
line, misundarstood the algnal of a flag-
man at the Intersection of the tracks and
fireol. The conductor had walted sev-
oral minutes for cars to pass. Just am
tho frelght traln crossed Sth steset the
motorman opened his controller and the
car started.

It shifted Its cirection, however, and
started back. To the few who were
standing nearby it seemed s it the col-

llslon would be bead on, but the motor-
man, seelng his danger, put on foll speed.

The frelght was running about 12 miles
an hour. For a moment it looked aw if
the car might clear the crossing In safety,
but the train smashed Into the rear end
of it with terrifla force. Almost every
window in the cap was broken.

The low speed at which the freight was
traveling enabled some prssengers to
ree that an accldent would happen and
they jumped through the open windows.
None of them were hurt.

One man [n the car wam cut by Nying
gloss. He waa N. Birdman, of Moyamon-
ting avenue and McKean street. He wan
sitting on the last seat where the train
struck. Mra, Laura Thomas, of 1751 South
Chadwick strost, becarme hysterical and
was treated in a drug store.

Instend of paving out the huge sum of
rentils and everhead charges for 50 auch
houses, they pay a commission; and they
(evots thelr cnpitil and energien to help-
Ing the retiuller sell more of their gooda
atil thun sending him oftener to the
whitlennler,

In othor words, they lot the wholesnler
perform the mechanleal functions of dig-
tribution; they, thomselves, promota the
snlne of thelr goods

In 1t not paknible to have such clearing
hounen for fenturos? Why not one or o
fow mpoh Institutions in each exchangs
clty, instead of D or mors different ex-
changen?

Belling campalgnse would go asn force-
fully, or more forcefully, than ever,
Thets would be road salesmien and ade
vertislng  campalgne to  booat each
pleture.
